New York, Nov. 16.—[{Special. }—The Chica- 
o Irish-American corps is at home again aft- 
er five months’ campaigning in south Africa, 
where it learned to admire the valor of the 
Boers, and to despise the poor fighting qual- 
ities of the British soldiers. 

The Chicago men, all of whom ‘enlisted in 


tune ambulance corps, make no secret of the 


fact that they tore off their Red Cross badges 
@s soon as they arrived within the Boer lines 
and at once went to the front. During their 


five months’ service they saw almost con- 


stant fighting. They were in the engage- 
ments at Brandfort, when Lord Roberts first 
began his final advance from Bloemfontein 
to the Transvaal frontier. With the rear 
guard of the Boer army they fought the Brit- 
ish on the Vet River, at Virginia Station, and 
at Kroonstadt. They helped a Boer com- 
mando of 2,000 stand off 85,000 British sol- 
diers in the eight days’ fighting around Bel- 
fast. They participated in the three days’ 
engagement around Johannesburg, and with 
the Boer army they kept Lord Roberts’ army 
an check in the weeks of fighting from Preto- 
ria to the, Portuguese frontier. 


Some Who’ Do Not Return.

One of their membefs 
a soldier's grave at Thaba 'Nchu, another is 
a prisoner at St. Helena, still another on the 
Island of Ceylon.

Made Here Than in Terre 
Haute, Ind., and Butte,

Chicago has become the 
and the tramp, not only 
have attempted to suppress him 
Chicago has offered him the best 
easiest terms. More arrests for vagrancy are 
made in Terre Haute, Ind., and Butte, Mont., 
than are made in Chicago. 


The foregoing is a digest of the showing 
which will be made in a report to be sub- 
mitted next Tuesday to the Chicago Bureau 
of Associated Charities by one of its secre- 
taries, William R. Hunter. After an ex- 
haustive inquiry into the vagrancy problem 
as related to the crime question which is 
now agitating the community, Mr. Hunter 
has reached the conclusion that the lodging- 
houses, barrel-houses, and low saloons of the 
city are the nurseries of petfy thieves and 
holdup men. 

Drawing a Vagrancy Ordinance. 

Coincident with this investigation on be- 
half of the Associated Charities, is the plan 
of Alderman Charles Alling to introduce in 
the City Council on Monday night a 
vagrancy ordinance calculated to give the 
police all the power they ask. Alderman 
Alling conferred with Corporation Counsel 
Walker yesterday, and afterward said there 
was no obstacle to such an ordinance as 
Chief of Detectives Colleran declares neces- 
sary to prevent a continuance of the “ reign 
of crime” in the city. Mr. Walker began 
work on drafting the ordinance. 

“The police should have no excuse for not 
suppressing crime,“ said Alderman Alling, 
“and since they suggest a vagrancy or- 
dinance it shall be brought to the Council at 
once. Mr. Walker and I have gone over the 
vagrancy ordinances in force in Indianap- 
olis, Cincinnati, and Philadelphia, and we 
are convinced that Chicago can have one. I 
am satisfied that the Council will adopt the 
prs sed ordinance.

step in and give them money, which, under 
the present city ordinances, makes further 
prosecution impossible. 


‘Vent crime rather than provide punishment 
for crime after it has been committed. The 
ordinance will impose a punishment for vag- 
rancy which will include imprisonment as 
well as a fine, not merely a fine or imprison- 
ment. If the police under this law can get 
all the vagrants in jail this winter there will 
be no excuse for such prevalence of crime as 


anew now.“ 


Hunter Takes Issue with Alling. 

Although Mr. Hunter in his report will 
criticise Chicago's methods of gealing with 
the vagrant, he takes issue with Alderman 
Alling as to the proper manner in which the 
city should deal with the class conceded,to 
be largely responsible for the prevalence 
of crime. | 

“Alderman Alling’s proposed ordi 
would be cruel,” says Mr. Hunter. “Chi. 
ago should follow the plan adopted in New 
York within the last year—that of police 
control, with men regularly detailed for an 
investigation of every vagrancy case, fol- 
lowed by a@ report to the Bureau of Chari- 


ties.

New York Mecca Till Last Year. 

Until last year New York was a home for 
the vagrants of the country. They crowded 
into that city, esepcially in the autumn. If 
unable to pay for a cheap lodging, they were 
entertained in a free police station. They 
were allowed to beg along the sidewalks and 
from door to door without molestation. If 
arrested they secured their speedy release 
by political influence. 

“Under the new policy there the police 
stations have ceased to provide free lodging. 
These pest holes of contagion have given 
way to municipal lodging-houses. All new- 
comers are investigated, and a cumulative 
sentence to the workhouse is imposed on the 
undeserving, while transportation is provid- 
ed for those who have a legal residence else- 


Where.“ | 

Would Enlarge Alling’s Scheme. 

“Alderman Alling’s proposition is weak, if 
taken as a plan for dealing thoroughly with 
vagrancy and petty thievery in Chicago. A 
comprehensive plan would not only include 
a new law permitting the police to arrest and 
sentence an occasional vagrant but would 
mean the establishment of a municipal lodg- 
ing-house with a work test. It would include 
the delegating of a half-dozen policemen 
to investigate every case of vagrancy and 
begging found. It would mean the closing of 
the police stations to lodgers. It would in- 
clude some plan which would prevent Alder- 
men from feeding in their down-town saloons 
a thousand or more of the lowest and most 
drunken of the vagrant class. It would mean 
the closing of the cheap lodging-house, which 
fosters that class of vagrants and criminals, 
who are in 4 true sense a menace to the 
security and health of Chicago. Be it re- 
membered that 114,000 were housed in these 
dens iast year, and that over 89,000 were 
cared for on one night last winter.“

SOUNDINGS SHOW THE CANAL 
HAS DREDGED THE RIVER. 


Harbor Engineer Wilcox Shows oy 
Measurements That Stream Would 
Accommodate Largest Lake Boats 
Were Center Piers and Traction 
Conduits Removed—Current Has In- 
creased Depth—Drainage Trustees 
Fear Deficit. - 

| 


Soundings taken yesterday by Harbor En- 
gineer Wilcox showed that the Chicago River, 
if cleared of the tunnels and center-pier 
bridges, would accommodate the largest ves- 
sels on the lakes. It was proven that the cur- 
rent caused by the 
scooped out the bed of the river and swept 
away a foot of mud and slime, leaving a 
clean, hard bottom. The canal has cleaned 
the river even more thoroughly than was 
expected. 

The result of Mr. Wilcox’s soundings sup- 
ports the contention of the city in the tunnel 
mandamus sults that the tunnels form a seri- 
ous obstruction to Chicago’s lake commerce 
and that the drainage canal has not de- 
creased the commercial value of the river. 

The first of the tunnel cases will be heard 
before Judge Neely on Nov. 26. This will be 
the Van Buren street sult, the other two be- 
ing taken up later. In all the soundings made 
yesterday will be used as evidence. 

The measurements were taken along the 
river from its mouth to a point south of Van 
Buren street. They showed an increase of 
from one to three fedt over the government 
soundings taken in 1896. It was demonstrat- 
ed that, while the depth of water over the 
tunnels was only seventeen or eighteen feet, 
there was from twenty to twenty-five feet of 
water above and below these obstructions. 
Complete soundings of the river at cross sec- 
tions above the tunnels will be secured to- 
day, as the results secured yesterday in this 
particular were not complete. 

„The Chicago River would be all right if 
the tunnels were lowered and the center- 
pier bridges removed.“ said Engineer Wil- 
cox. “ The action of the current has cleaned 
out the river bed and has left it hard as a 
rock. If the obstructions were removed the 
largest lake vessels could navigate the river 
as far as the elevators at Halsted street.“

Drainage Deficit of $300,000. 
Drainage Trustees, old and new, gathered 
at the board’s headquarters during the after- 
noon and discussed future plans, financial 
and political. Under present conditions it 
was declared: the district will exist with a 
Geficit of $300,000 each year, and no more 


“contracts for work can be let. This means, 


the trustees said, that the work promised to 
be done on the river and bridges will not be 
done, and Congress may find reason to order 
the water in the canal shut off. 

The meeting in the board rooms was brief. 


“it began in merriment and closed in confu- 


sion, and the guests were invited to attend a 
second conference on next Wednesday. The 
new members-elect were given a printed 
statement showing the resources and fixed 
liabilities of the district from Nov. 1, 1900, 
to Jan. 1, 1902, to study before the next meet-

Fears Congress May Interfere. 

It was stated also that the present out- 
standing bonds of the district amount to 
$14,485,000. 

Trustee Braden made a brief statement of 
the situation. The printed statement,“ he 
said, “‘ shows our total resources up to Jan. 
1, 1902, to be $4,191,611, and liabilities $2,633,- 
805. This leaves $1,557,806 available for con- 
Struction and administration. Deduct from 
this $1,200,000 due on contracts signed and 
you have $357,000 for work during the next 
fourteen months. Taking out of this sum 
the amount necessary for maintenance and 
you have about $200,000 available to build 
bridges, controlling works, and making other 
improvements. The income of the Sanitary 
District as now established by $250,000,000 
of assessed valuation, provides a revenue of 
only $1,250,000 a year. It will take $700,000 
to pay annual interest, $740,000 to pay the 
principal, and $75,000 for maintenance. This 
will leave a deficit each year of $300,000, with 
no estimate for work to be done. This 
means that the work promised to be done will 
not be done, and Congress may order the 
water shut off.’’ 

Trustee Jones declared that the reduced 
valuations on Cook County realty had de- 
prived the board of $3,000,000, with which 
they had expected to replace the present 
center pier bridges. 

“Unless arrangements can be made,” he 
continued, to raise this money. by other 
means the proposed river improvements 
cannot be made. The question is shall we 
ask the Legislature to help us by enacting 
a new law providing for a tax levy that will 
give us the money we need. I favor such a 
plan.“

said that a majority of the trustees had 
promised him their support. Trustee Carter 
and Trustee Wenter, both of whom have 
been talked of for President, said they were 
not ready to make a statement.

A man who said his name was C. B. 
Marks, 6859 Princeton avenue, was res- 
cued from the rain gutter on the seven- 
teenth floor of the Masonic Temple yester- 
day at 10:30 a. m., after having lain there 
in the snow since 3 p. m. on Thursday.

His predicament was discovered by a pedes- 
trian in State street, who saw a newspaper

The main structure of the Masonic Temple 
4erminates at the seventeenth floor, where 
the inclines to the roof begin. At each end 
of the front are gables, monument shape, 
and between them a mansard roof. The 
slope of the gables is about 45 degrees. At 
the base of the mansard ts a rain gutter two 
feet wide and about 100 feet long. It has an 
outer edge or Lp nine inches high. 


Perilous Climb on Lofty Gable. 
Mr. Marks ascended to the roof at 3 p. m. 


the perilous journey on the peak of the north 
gabie he would not say. But, whatever the 
motive, he climbed the fron railing and soon 
was moving cautiously along the apex of the 
inverted V. 

When he had proceeded nearly to the outer 
end he slipped and fell from the twenty-first 
floor to the seventeenth. The rain gutter 
caught him, feet first. There was ice in the 
bottom of the trough and snow lying upon 
the ice. So great was the momentum gained 
by the man in his fall that he slid in the 
| trough a distance of fifty feet. Only the lip 
or flange on the gutter kept him: from a 
plunge of nearly 300 feet from the roof to the 
flag sidewalk in State street. 

Efforts to save himself by crawling back 
were not to be entertained, for the only ave- 
nue of escape was a steep roof, with nothing 
to lay a hand on. Above him in the man- 
sard were windows, but they were closed. 
Repeated cries brought no one to the win- 
dows to help him. His voice, raised in shouts 
to passers in the street below, was drowned 
in the roar of traffic. 


Freezing Night in Gutter. 

Mr. Marks lay in the gutter all night suf- 
fering torture from apprehension, cold, and 
hunger. When day dawned he remembered 
that he had a newspaper in his overcoat 
pocket. He carefully extracted the paper, 
unfolded it, and tred to wave it over the 
lip of the gutter as a signal of distress. 

Mr. Marks’ arm and band at first were 
almost too numb for use, but by a little ef- 
fort he at length was able to make the 
‘paper flutter feebly. He kept up his sig- 
naling until 10:30 o’clock before it attracted 
attention and caused his rescue. 

At that hour a man, whose name is not 
known, was walking in State street, opposite 
the Masonic Temple. He saw the newspaper 
fluttering over the edge of the gutter at 
the seventeenth floor. On watching it he 
noticed that the waving was not done ir- 
reguarly as by the wind, but regularly as if 
by some mechanical agent. It occurred to 
the pedestrian that perhaps a man was 
concealed behind the edge of the gutter and 
was waving a distress signal. 


Is Drawn Up with a Rope. 

The pedestrian at once notified Captain 
Edward Williams, manager of the Temple, 
and Day Watchman Henry Glaser of his sup- 
position. An investigating party hurried to 
the nineteenth floor, where windows open 
directly above the seventeenth story gutter. 
The middle window was raised and the party 
saw Marks lying in the gutter below them. 
An iron ladder, used when it is necessary to 
clean the gutter, was procured. This was 
put in its place. Then a rope was procured. 
One of the men descended the ladder, placed 
the rope under Mr. Marks’ arms and 
fastened it. Then the man was hoisted up to 
the window and taken in. 

Dr. J. B. McFatrich, who has an office in 
the Masonic Temple, was summoned. He 
found Mr. Marks on a table, where he had 
been lain. He was exhausted from his ex- 
perience. It was found that one of the man’s 
legs was frozen and cut. Snow was applied 
to the leg and stimulants were given inter- 
nally. Then Mr. Marks was given his first 
food since noon the day before. | 


Will Not Explain Climb. 

Mr. Marks declined to explain why he 
climbed out on the apex of the gable. He 
said his name was C. B. Marks and that he 
lived at 6850 Princeton avenue. He was 
well dressed and in other ways appeared to 
be in prosperous circumstances. | 

As there is no C. B. Marks in the city di- 
rectory and there is no such number in 
Princeton avenue as 6850, it is presumed 
the man did not give his correct name and ad- 
dress. 

After he recovered Day Watchman Glaser 
took him home. | 

Glaser Tells of the Rescue. 

“It was little short of a miracle, said 
Mr. Glaser last night at his home, 2721 
Princeton avenue, “that the man did not 
fall over the narrow ledge. I do not know 
how he managed to get himself in that pre- 
dicament. In spite of the loss of blood from 
the cut In his foot and his exhaustion from 
cold and exposure, he was able to assist a 
little when he was pulled up by means of a 
rope. Our house physician, Dr. McFatrich, 
was called promptly and attended the man. 
Then I took him to his house, 6859 Princeton 
avenue. There his family doctor took charge 
of him. The doctor said that the patient 
would be able to be on his feet again in a 
Marks, but he refused steadfastly to explain 
why he got on that sloping roof.”

EARS LIMAGY, ENDS 


ELMER G. HARZ, RICH COAL DEAL- 
ER, KILLS HIMSELF. 


Failing Reason and Finally Com- 
mits Suicide at His Residence, 504 
Dearborn Avenue—Body Discovered 
Stretched Across His Bed Several 
Hours Later by Daughter and 
Mother-in-Law—Others Seek Death. 


Haunted by the fear that he would become 
insane, Elmer G. Harz, a wealthy coal 
dealer, residing at 504 Dearborn avenue, shot 
himself in the mouth yesterday morning, 
dying instantly. He had been dead several 
hours before the body was found by his 
daughter Elsie and his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
M. Herman. 


a dresser stating that he had decided to end 
his life rather than live in the fear that he 
was going insane. 

Miss Harz and Mrs. Herman spent the 
morning and part of the afternoon in the 
house under the impression that Mr. Hars 
had gone to his office at 225 Dearborn street. 
It was his custom to leave the house early 
in the morning without walting for breakfast 
with the family, and the women supposed 
he had left as usual. 


Women Find the Body. 

At 3:30 p. m. the two women went up-stairs 
to arrange his bedroom and there found the 
body stretched across the bed. A blood stain 
on the pillow and a revolver clutched in the 
man’s right hand told the story. 

Without making any investigation the 
women notified the police and the dead man’s 
brothers, Theodore Harz, manager of the 
Chicago Brewing company, and C. O. Hara, 
the liveryman. When the police arrived the 
note explaining the suicide was found. The 
note read: 

Dear brothers, sister, daughter, and friends: I 
am under the belief that I am becoming insane. 
I prefer death. EMIL. 
S0 far as is known Mr. Harz was in pros- 
perous circumstances. He a ently was 
in the best of health, and on returning from 
his office on Thursday evening seemed to be 
in good spirits. | | 


Business Career in Chicago. 

Mr. Harz was 49 years old and a widower. 
His only child was the daughter, Miss Elsie. 
He was born in Hamburg, Germany, and 
came to Chicago in 1859. His first employ- 
ment was in the banking-house of A. C. & F. 
Badger as a clerk. He began business for

Bulletins from “ ‘Execution Place.” 

These bulletins were dated Execution 
Grounds, near Lake Station, Colo.,” and the

FAVOR FOOTBALL FOR BOYS. 


Educators at University Meeting In- 
dorse the Game if Played Under 
Faculty Control. 92 


Football at secondary schools and acade- 
mies received the unqualified and almost 
unanimous sanction of the principals and 
deans of the affiliated schools of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago yesterday. At the four- 
teenth annual educational convention of the 
schools the question of football in the pre- 
paratory institutions was discussed at 
length by 120 educators from all parts of the 
country, including the Chicago high schools. 

After discussing the subject for some time 
the following resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 118 to 22 a 

“Be it resolved, That this body favors 
football in the secondary schools, provided 
it is under the control of the faculty.” : 

The question was introduced by C. W. 
French, principal of the Hyde Park High 
School, who spoke on the subject of “ School 
and College Athletics: Their Interrelation.” 
This question was referred to a committee, 
which will report.at the next meeting, and 
the questions arising from football, such as 
the accidents and the time taken from 
studies, were considered at length. 

J. E. Armstrong, principal of the Engle- 
wood High School, spoke regarding the re-

Building Trades Declines to Take Dras- 
tie Action in Complaint Against 
a Contractor. 


In a debate lasting two hours members of 
the Building Trades council showed last 
night that they had profited by past experi- 
ence with strikes, as they declined to submit 
to an appeal for a strike on one of the princi- 
pal buildings in course of construction in the 
heart of the city. 

The complaint against the contractor came 
from a member of the Carpenters’ District 
council, and is alleged to have been made 
largely because of the past action of the con- 
tractor in charge of the building, he having 
been one of the foremost in the long contest 
against the central labor body. Members 
of the council declined to say what building 
was referred to in the complaint or to give 
the contractor’s name.

POT MILLIONS IN PLANTS, 


JOHN AND MICHAEL CUDAHY IN 
NEW PACKING-HOUSE DEALS. 


Former Has $500,000 Coulpany Incor- 
porated as First Step Toward Com- 
bining All His Interests in a $10,- 
000,000 Concern — Latter Doubles 
Capital Stock of His Firm Because of 
Growing Busidess—Future Plans of 
the Two Brothers in Chicago. — 


The John Cudahy Packing and Provision 
company was incorporated at Springfield 
yesterday as the first step in organizing a 
$10,000,000 corporation, embracing all John 
Cudahy’s packing interests. Almost at the 
same time the Cudahy ‘Packing company, 
which is controlled by Michael Cudahy, gave 
notice of an increase of capital from §$3,- 
500,000 to $7,000,000. When John Cudahy’s 
deal is completed the brothers will have 
$17,000,000 invested in the packing business. 

For the present the John Cudahy company 
will have a capital of $500,000. The incor- 
porators are Evan Humphrey, Morris Cas- 
sard, and Timothy 8. Hurley. Mr. Hurley 
is a Inwyer and is in charge of the legal de- 
tails of the incorporation proceedings. The 
other incorporators are Cudahy employés. 

The principal office of the new company 


‘| will be in Chicago, but the plant which it 


will operate is in Wichita, Kas. John 
Cudahy also owns packing establishments in 
Louisville, Ky., and Nashville, Tenn., both 
of which are incorporated under the laws of 
the States in which they are located. The 
Kansas concern will be operated independ- 
ently for a time. 

“I do not like to discuss the matter at 
this time,“ said Mr. Hurley last night. The 
papers filed in Springfield tell the story in its 
completeness, so far as it goes. I may say, 
however, that Mr. Cudahy's packing inter- 
ests have increased phenomenally within the 
last two years. Their unification by way of 
incorporation is only the natural outcome of 
their growth. Guaging the future by the 
past, I am safe in saying that when the con- 
solidation is effected the capital stock of 
the amalgamated enterprises will be placed 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000. When the 
Wichita plant is in full working order the 
question of amalgamation will be taken up. 
This will not be later than Feb. 1.“ 

In speaking of the increase in capital stock 
of his company President Michael Cudahy 
said that no absorption of outside interests 
was planned, and that the expansion of the 
business of the company was the sole reason 
for increasing its capital. He said that the 
stock was all subscribed for and had been 
taken by the men who are in control of the 
company at present. Mr. Cudahy said that 
the company recently had opened a plant at 
Kansas City, Kas., in connection with its 
other houses. 

We have other packing-houses,’’ he said, 
“at Sioux City, Ia., South Omaha, Neb., and 
Los Angeles, Cal., in regular operation. The 
business has grown steadily, and I resolved 
to put more money into it. The new plant at 
Kansas City will be used for a general pack- 
ing business. We do not expect to enter any 
new flelds.“

FACING OAL FAMINE 


SUPPLY OF THE FUEL ALREADY 
SHORT IN CHICAGO. 


Early Closing of Lake Traffic and a 
Dearth of Railroad Cars Responsi- 
ble for a Condition Which May 
Cause Hardships During the Winter 
—All New Orders from Customers 
Outside of the City Refused by the 
Dealers—Public Tardy in ‘Buying. 


Chicago is facing a coal famine. The 
early closing of lake traffic and the shortage 
of cars on the railroads threaten to reduce 
the fuel supply to the ‘danger point. 

The docks of half a dozen of the leading 
coal firms are vacant and a rise in the price 
of coal at an eerly date is predicted. 

The indications are that lake traffic will 
cease by Dec. 1.“ said Manager C. L. Dering 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
company yesterday. In that case the rail- 
roads will be compelled to bring the sup- 
ply into the city and a shortage of cars 
may delay rail transportation. The coal 
stock is already running low. We will not 
be caught this way again, as we let a con- 
tract yesterday for a dock on the South 
Branch that will have a capacity of 100,000 
tons.“ 

„Our firm is 15,000 tons short of the amount 
of hard coal we had on hand this time last 
year,” said a representative of O. 8. Richard- 
son & Co. 

“We are badly in need of coal,” said Man- 
ager John T. Connery of the Youghiogeny and 
Lehigh company. The early closing of 
lake ‘traffic would leave our supply inade- 
quate.“ 

Ante-election excitement and the warm 
weather which prevailed during the cam- 
paign kept many from ordering their win- 
ter coal supply. Consequently orders are 
now pouring in on the coal companies and 
available stocks are melting away. 

All new orders from country consumers 
have been declined, the dealers confining 
themselves entirely to supplying the orders 
contracted for before the strike.

“L” LINES HAMPERED AND TROL- 
LEYS HAVE COLLISION. 


Snow and Ice Settle Down on Chicago, 
Travel Is Impeded, and Suffering 


Little Promise of Better Weather 
Is Held Out for Today and Another 
Storm May Be on the Way — Lake 
7 


Sleet and snow settled down on Chicago 
last night, delayed the elevated trains, ham- 
pered the trolley lines, and caused at least 
two street car accidents. Suffering in the 
poorer districts was greatly increased, and 
the police had their hands full caring for the 
destitute ones. 

The Lake street elevated trains were from 
ten to fifteen minutes late, while the South 
Side elevated trains fared even worse, being 
nearly a half hour behind scheduletime. The 
Metropolitan and Northwestern roads, by 
hard work, succeeded in running most of 
their trains on time. The surface lines also 
maintained their schedules. 

Little prospect of better weather is held 
out for today. The weather will be threaten- 
ing -with rain, or snow flurries, and a high 
southeasterly wind. The same conditions 
will probably prevail on Sunday. A cold 
wave ts brewing in the British Northwest, 
which may be felt in Chicago by Sunday 
night if it does not lose its force. 


Another Storm Coming. 

The Rocky Mountain districts report a dis- 
turbance with its center in the Salt Lake 
district. It is moving towards Chicago and 
will probably reach here. 

Storm signals were displayed in the lower 
lake region last night, including the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Grand Haven districts. A 
wind with a velocity of thirty-two to forty 
miles an hour from the southeast is pre- 
dicted, to be accompanied by rain or snow.” 

Already suffering and injury from the cold 
is coming to notice. The desk sergeant at 
the Harrison Street Police Statilon was 
besieged last night with men, boys, and some 
women who wanted a place to sleep. The 
disagreeable weather had the effect of clear- 
ing the streets. 

Samuel Black, 28 years old, of 65 West

The 
motorman applied the brakes but his car, 
sliding ovér the rails, ran into the Wentworth 
car, smashing the rear platform and mashing 
Smith's foot.

ATTORNEYS FIGHT IN COURT. 


Lawyer Burres Strikes Prosecutor 
Barnes During Maxwell Murder 
Trial—Case to End Today. 


A fight in which lawyers, bailiffs, and po- 
lice participated enlivened fhe Maxwell mur- 
der trial yesterday. Judge Smith also took 
a part in the proceedings by sentencing At- 
torney Burres, Maxwell's lawyer, to jail for 
two hours. 

The trouble started while Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes was cross-examining Max- 
well. He referred to the charge that Abra- 
ham Kerr had misused some of the defend- 
ant's property. Burres retorted that poli- 
tics figured in that case and Mr. Barnes re- 
plied with an insinuation of forgery. Burres 
promptly struck Barnes on the cheek. 

In an instant Detective Frank Tyrrell 
seized Burres and pushed him back against 
the stenographers’ table. Lieutenant Tows- 
ley of the Stock-Yards police also seized 
Burres, who weighs 240 pounds. Several of 
the jurors arose and cried to the bailiffs to 
stop the fight. The bailiffs responded by 
rushing in and seizing the first man at hand. 
In a trice there were over half a dozen men 
in the mixup. 

“Stop this fight and take Mr. Burres to 
jail, and let the case be continued for two 
hours, until the attorney is released, shout- 
ed Judge Smith. 

Sentence, however, was suspended. “ The 
court will probably take the matter up at 
the close of the case, said Attorney Burres 
at the noon recess, “I will plead guilty and 
take my fine.“ 

The arguments of the attorneys closed last 


evening. and the court will instruct the jury 


at the morning session of court today. The 
case will, it is thought, be in the hands of the 
jury early in the forenoon.

It is proposed, if this request is complied 
with, to erect within five years a modern fire- 
proof building containing a theater, the 
building to cost at least $250,000. 

A. M. MeKay, who made the proposal, said: 
This is the minimum price of the proposed 
building, and before it is completed it will 
cost in the neighborhood of $400,000. Jacob 
Litt and dther well known theatrical men 
are interested in the deal. 

The firm of Sturm, Rosenthal & Eckstein, 
in compliance with the request that it show 
good faith by indicating in writing its intent 
to erect a fireproof building before May 1, 
1912, on the site of the school property at the 
northwest corner of State and Monroe 
streets, if the board accepts the proposed 
ninety-nine-year lease, agreed to deposit with 
the board $5,000 in interest bearing securities 
each year, commencing with Jan. 1, 1901, 
and ending Jan. 1, 1912. In case of failure to 
fulfill the agreement the total amount of 
the security is to be retained and considered

sane in the Beer force besides our com- 
pany. The British greatly outnumbered us 
and we retreated to Smaldeel. 

“On May 5 we were in a fight on the Vet 
River. We were again in battles at Sand 
River on May 7 and at Virginia Station on 
the 10th. At Kroonstad we intrenched and 
fought and again retreated. There was fight- 


_ing all around Johannesburg on May 27, 28, 


and 29, and on the 80th the British took Jo- 
hannesburg. We were with the main Boer 
army before General Roberts’ ferces all this 
time, but were fighting a series of retreating 
rear guard actions, On June 42, 13, and 14 
there were engagements at Bronkhurst 
Spruit and Vandermeere Station. On July 
11 and 12 we were at Bronkhurst Spruit 
again and then retired to Delmanutha. We 
intrenched at Waal Kraal on Aug. 2 and soon 
after followed what was perhaps the severest 
and most exciting fighting we had had. It 
was the eight-day fight which the British 
call the battle of Belfast, and it lasted from. 
Aug. 20 to 27. 
Narrowly Escape Capture. 


“After the Boers had stood off the British 


tor eight days they began their retreat. They 


got away so fast that our company could not, 
keep up with them. At once place where the 
roads branched the Boers took one road, and 
when our men came up to it they took an- 
other. Ten of ovr men were left with a 
wagon, which, being cumbersome, could not 
of course move rapidly, and the British were 
upon us before we knew it. There was noth- 
ing to do but fight for it, and so our men pre- 
pared for business. The British troops proved 
to be French’s cavalry, and there must have 
been 5,000 of them all told. 

They Came on in close order and our men 
let drive at them, doing considerable execu- 
tion. They were so many, however, that our 
little band of men had no chance, and just 
as our fellows thought it was all up the Boers 
came up with a pom-pom and Krupp gun 
Our men turned these on the British and held 
them in eheck long enough to get away. One 
of our men, however, was captured at this 
place. . 

The Chicago men who were in this desper- 
ate little fight were John Duff, Daniel Mc- 
Hugh. John Costello, Patrick Carroll, John 
Quinn, and James Coyne. Daniel McHugh 
was the one captured. He crossed overto the 


- Barberton road and was there caught by the 


British. 

Compelled to Leave Transvaal. 
“On Sept. 19 we were again in a fight at 

Watervalonder. The Boers were now get- 


ting into the mountains in the northern part 


of the Tranevagl, almost in Portuguese ter- 
ritory, and the ultlanders—that is, all the 
foreign companies—were ordered to get out 
of the country, as they could no longer de- 
mand protection and would henceforth, if 
captured, be treated as mercenaries. 

“So we crossed over to Portuguese terri- 
tory on Sept. 23 and then went to Lourenzo 
‘Marquez. We were detained under guard for 
awhile. because the British Consul made a 
protest, but were able to,leave there on Oct.

Dr. A. F. Conroy was taken prisoner near 
Pretoria. After the British entered Pre- 
torla he was sent to Cape Town, and that 
was the last that any of the party has heard 
of him. 

Dr. Jeremiah Slattery came as far as Paris 
with the men who returned today. He is 
going to stay there sightseeing for awhile, 
and is then going to visit his old home in Ire- 
land, from where he will return to America. 

Dr. H. H. McAuley came as far as Triest 
and then left the party to visit Venice and 
her parts of Europe before coming home. 

Dr. Ross and T. Long went through the 
British lines t6 Cape Town and were still 
there when last heard from.

Hold an Army in Check. 

John J. Quinn, First Lieutenant under 
Captain O’Connor, and who lives at 124 Bast 
Ohio street, Chicago, described how in one of 
their last fights sixty-seven Johannesburg 
policemen held a kopie against a force of 
probably 12,000 English, although all of the 
British were not engaged at one time. 

“ Bach one of the police,” said Quinn, had 
400 rounds of Mauser ammunition when the 
fight: began. The British charged up the 
kopie furiously, a regiment at a time, for 
six times in succession, and each time they 
were driven back by the deadly fire of the 
police. Finally, when all the ammuni of 
the police was gone except one round, the 
Boers tried to send them up wagon loads of 
Martini-Henry rifies and ammunition, but 
the British kept up such a perfect rain of 
shells that they were not able to do so. The 
Boers then retreated, having sixteen missing. 

„The warfare that we engaged in was the 
funniest that you ever saw. The British 
could not see a thing to fire at, the Boers 
were so excellently hidden, and yet the 
British would keep pumping away blindly. 
In the last fight we were in they fired no less 
than 460 lyddite shells in one hour. This 
was at Belfast. At the fight at Spits Kop a 
force of perhaps 10,000 British charged nine 
times unsuccessfully against 350 Boers be- 
fore the latter retreated. Our Long Tom was 
a ninety-four-pound gun. It carried a shell 
within which were 600 missiles. At one time 
that we know of the casualties from it were 
250 from one shot.” 

Patrick Carroll, whose home is at 341 West 
Adams street, Chicago, was one of the ten 
men previously referred to who were almost 
caught by General French's cavairy in a 
wagon. The men , fought desperately and 
kept off the British until 100 Boers came to 
the rescue with a pompom and Krupp gun. 


Hold Off Seven Hundred British. 

John Walsh, whose home is at 317 Jackson 
boulevard, Chicago, was one of twenty-five 
of the Irish Brigade who were engaged in 
a sharp skirmish with the British at Bunker- 
spruit. After two and half hours’ hard 
fighting this little band of twenty-five drove 
off a British force of 700. They captured twa 
British horses and killed two British officers. 
Walsh himself caught one of the horses with 
saddle and bridle on, and has the bridle in 
his grip now as a souvenir. He also has a 
large Boer flag, which he is taking home. In 
the battle of Belfast Walsh had a horse shot 
from under him twice. Walsh has a bando- 
lier full of Mauser cartridges and a lot of soft 
nosed cartridges, the latter intended to show 
that inhuman bullets will not fit the Boer 
Mauser rifies. 

' Manned the Creusot Gun. | 

The experience of the men who handled the 
Creusot gun, the most effective weapon in 
the hands of the Boers, was detailed by Will- 
lam Hurley of 1148 Forty-seventh place,’ 
Chicago. With him were Thomas Herlihy 
and Jerry O' Leary of the original ambulance 
corps, all having joined the artillery under 
Captain Pretorius early in June. Prior to 
that they had served under Colonel Blake 
with the famous Irish brigade. 

“My, but it was a fine weapon,” said 
Hurley. We took it everywhere, and it 
always told its own story. We were engaged 


at Marena, and we stood off the British in 


fine shape, until, through lack of reinforce- 
ments, we retreated with the others towards 
Portuguese territory. This was after the 
evacuation of Pretoria. We were next en- 
gaged at Donkerspruit, then Viackfontein, 
Belmor, Pan Station, Wonderfontein, Bel- 
fast, or, as the Boers call it, Delmanutha, 
and Machadodorp, the last stand on Boer 
territory. 


Eight Days’ Fighting. 
“There were eight days of constant fight- 
ing in and about Delmanutha, or Belfast, and 


it was there the Boers showed the greatest : 


heroism. Think of seventy-five untrained 
soldiers, such as the Johannesburg police, 
holding off 12,000 English soldiers, and this 
with only a hand Maxim in addition to their 
rifles. The English charged up the kopje on 
which the Johannesburg men were stationed 
three times and were repulsed on each occa- 
sion with heavy loss. Meantime the thirty- 
six English lyddite guns were pouring shot 
into the Boers at the rate of twelve shells a 
gecond. The Dutchmen were black from 
head to foot, but they stood their ground 
like heroes and would not have retreated in 
the end but that the British outflanked them 
on the left, and the prospects were that the 
brave men from Johannesburg would be sur- 
rounded and in all probability annihilated. 

“We, with the Creusot gun, were stationed 
on a kopie to the left of the one held by the 
policemen and we saw the whole perform- 
ance, although busily engaged ourselves in 
keeping the Tommies at a safe distance. I 
think that this battle, ween the facts are all 
known, will go down in history as a most 
memorable affair, especially in view of the 
heroic defense in the face of overwhelming 

There were 85,000 British soldiers on- 
ed during those eight days to 2,000 Boers. 
hole Boer force the killed and wound- 
ed only totaled twenty-two. Our Creusot gun 
did good work throughout the whole proceed- 
ings. Captain Pretorius said it was the best 
weapon on the Boer side. 

Tom Herlihy Wounded.

After greetings 
had been exchanged, Morrissey went to the 
home of his brother, 126 Past 1 
street, where there was mirth and 


until a late hour. 5 
“We had been at Pretoria about a week 
when we joined Colonél Blake Irish 


Brigade,” said Morrissey, and I had been 
in two or three skirmishes when I was taken 
sick with fever in camp on the Klip River 
and sent back to the hospital in Pretoria. 1 
had been there about two months when the 
British captured the city, and I was made 
a prisoner, along with the other inmates of 
the hospital. I was summoned before Gen- 
eral Maxwell, the provost marshal, and 
when I sald I was an American citizen he 
demanded proof. The American Consul, 
who, I believe, was Mr. Hay, certified to my 
citizenship, and I was released on parole, 
with orders to report each morning. 

Life under the parole was unbearable in 
Pretoria. Spies dogged my footsteps where- 
ever I went, and I was arrested twice by 
Canadian scouts in one day. The city was 
full of detectives, and the prisoners on parole 
had about as hard a time as when they were 
in jail. Through Consul Hay’s kind efforts 
I was finally sent to Cape Town with other 

risoners of war, among whom were Dennis 

oley of Chicago and Flinn and Blackie 
of Butte City, Mont. After staying in 
Cape Town eight days we were placed on 
board the steamer Arundel Castle and 
shipped to Flushing, Holland, with a lot of 
other prisoners. There I escaped and sought 
the protection of the American Consul.“ 

Morrissey said his escape was easily ac- 
complished. When the steamer tied up to 
the wharf and the gang plank was shoved 
out Morrissey saw an opportunity at hand 
while the guards were lacking in vigilance 
and darted down the plank to shore. The 
American Consul sent Morrissey to Antwerp, 
and from there he was forwarded to New 
York on the steamer Noordland, arriving 
there about three weeks ago. 


MANCHESTER RESCUERS. 
TO HOLD FIRST REUNION 
SINCE THEIR BOLD DEED. 


Survivors Coming to Chicago for the 
Manchester Martyrs’ Anniversary— 
Exercises to Be Held at Central Mu- 
ate Hall Next Evening. 


Six Irishmen will hold a reunion in Chicago 
next Thursday evening, and the date will 
have a significance which they alone can ap- 
preciate. They are the only survivers of the 
band of fifteen known tn the history of the 
Irish cause as the Manchester Rescue par- 
ty.“ It is thirty-three years since they made 
their desperate and successful'dash for the 
liberation of Colonel Thomas J. Kelly, leader 
of the Fenian party in Ireland, and his assist- 
ant, Captain Deasy, from the hands of the 
English police while they were being con- 
veyed to prison in a van. Colonel R. O'S. 
Burke is the only one of the six residing in 
Chicago. 

Three of the party, William Philip Allen, 
Michael Larkin, and Michael O’Brien, died 
on the scaffold on Nov. 23, 1867, for their par- 
ticipation in the resoue. Many of their com- 

rades were arrésted and confined for years in 
prisons, while a few escaped to America. 
This will be the first reunion since Sept. 18, 
1867, when they attacked the prison van and 
liberated their leaders. 

The coming together of the six will constt- 
tute the chief feature of the affair, which will 
take place at Central Music Hall on Thursday 
evening under the auspices of the Irish Na- 
tionalists of the city, commemorative of the 
execution of the Manchester martyrs. The 
arrangements for the celebration have been 
in the hands of a committee of which Colonel 
Burke is the chairman. 

The five survivors residing outside of Chi- 
cago all live in the East, and will assemble 
in New York City to make the trip here to- 
gether.

ROW OVER FRENCH GUN SECRET. 


Revelations in Case Stir Up Trouble Be- 
tween General Miles and Chief of 
Ordnance Buffington. 3 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]— 
‘This government is in possession of what 
purports to be the plans of the French field 
gun, which is asserted to be the best weapon 
of this kind in the world. | 

This has been doubted, inasmuch as the 
French government does not seem to be 
anxious about the matter. Nevertheless 
the members of the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications is so confident the plans are 
genuine it has recommended the construc- 
tion of a test gun. 

There is a lively row between General 
Miles, President of the board, and General 
Buffington, Chief of Ordnance,’ on account 
of the information supposed to have been 
obtained in Paris, and there promises to be 
— — scandal in the army growing out 
of it. 

The controversy began on Sunday morn- 
ing with the publication of a letter of an 
agent of the War department, the author of 
which is believed to be Captain Lewis, sec- 
retary of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fications. This letter related that the per- 
son writing it had, while in Paris, obtained 
accurate plans of the new French field gun, 
and these the writer offered_to place at the 
disposal of the board if he was permitted 
undertake the construction of a sample 
gun from the plans at the expense of the 
government. General Miles instituted an 
investigation to learn who was responsible 
for the disclosures. There were three copies 
of the letter—the original, in the files of the 
War department, one copy in possession of 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, 
and the third in the keeping of the Ordnance 
department of the army, of which General 
Buffington is the head. 

General Miles, it is said, suspected General 
Buffington was the person who had made 
public the letter. There is considerable talk 
of General Miles demanding that General 
Buffington be court-martialed. 


Old Feud Back of Trouble.

culty. Once General Miles made a tour of 
inspection of the seacoast defenses. Upon 
his return to Washington he recommended 
to the board that no more disappearing gun 
carriages of the Buffington-Crozier type be 
erected, as this mount was obsolete. He also 
claimed the disappearing mounts had been 
abandoned by all European countries. Gen- 
eral Miles recommended the adoption of the 
stationary mount, and his reco endation 
was concurred in by every member of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, except 
General Buffington, who is one of the in- 
ventors of the disappearing gun carriages. 

Fun was added to the controversy when 
Captain Lewis, recently returned from 
Europe. He brought back information which 
materially strengthened General Miles in his 
position against the disappearing carriage. 
Captain Lewis found, as General Miles had 
said, Europe had abandoned the disappear- 
ing type of gun carriages and returned to the 
stationary mount. Thus General Miles and 
Captain Lewis agreed against the carriage 
invented in part by General Buffington, and 
this was naturally distasteful to the latter. 
It is current gossip in army circles that Gen- 
eral Buffington determined to discredit Cap- 
tain Lewis, who is believed to be the author 
of the confidential letter, which was given to 
the public. 

Buffington May Make Denial. 

When the department closed today Gen- 
eral Buffington had not denied that he made 
the letter public, but it is said he has notified 
General Miles he would do so tomorrow. 

Much of the trouble grows out of the con- 
stant friction between the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications and the Ordnance depart- 
ment, or bureau, of the army. When Gen- 
eral Buffington was appointed Chief of Ord- 
nance there was a scandal in the army over 
it, as his interest in the disappearing carriage 
was public, and since then it has been 
charged General Buffington was using his 
position to protect a device in which he hada 
financial interest. General Miles his repeat- 
ediy hinted General Buffington was influ- 
enced by personal financial considerations.

SHOUT GRAPS; LOSE VOTE 


KENTUCKY NEGROES ARRESTED 
AND HELD OVER ELECTION. 


Plot Alleged to Engage Colored Men of 
Lexington in Dice Gambling in Or- 
der to Deprive Them of the Right 
of Suffrage—White Farmer and Two 
Africans Taken into Custody on 
Charge of Being Implicated in Con- 
spiracy—Case in Federal Court. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 16.—[{Special.)— 

Whether shooting craps is sufficient reason 
tor keeping a negro from exercising his right 

of suffrage is a question the United States 
Court at Frankfort, Ky., will be called upon 
to decide. 

At Lexington yesterday A. S. Thompson, a 
Bourbon County farmer, and George Leary 
and Sam Adams, negroes, were held in $1,000 
bonds by Commissioner 8. E. Hill charged 
with conspiring to prevent negroes from vot- 
ing at the last election. They are accused of 
starting dice games just before election and 
conspiring to have the negroes who engaged 
in thé games arrested so as te keep them 

away from the polls. 

If crap shooting is a sufficient cause for 
. disfranchising colored voters the race prob- 
lem in Kentucky would be solved within a 
year. It is charged that Thompson, a Demo- 
cratic political leader, realizing that to a cit- 
izen under the sixteenth amendment a crap 
game is like a candle to a moth, secured al- 
lies among the negrees of Lexington and 
started games in several parts of the town. 

The rattle of the bones and the music of 
the “cum “leven” attracted the attention 
of the colored population and the negroes 
swarmed into the games like bees. . 

Then, it is charged, just as the perspiring 
players were about to make a pass, the po- 
lice raided the games and the players were 
dragged off to jail and held until after elec- 
tion. 
The leaders of the opposite party, believing 
they had lost votes by the arrests, preferred 
charges against Thompson, Leary, and 
Adams. The colored men who lost their 
votes and, in many instances, their stakes 
in the crap games, were yen § to testify that 

e arrests were prearranged. . 
will be heard in the federal court 
at Frankfort the first Monday in January. 


CHRIST ODENWALD IS 
FATALLY INJURED ON 
A GRADE CROSSING. 


He Is Struck by a North-Bound Illinois 
Central Suburban Train at Seventy- 
fifth Street and Dies Later in St. 
Luke’s Hospital. 


‘Christ Odenwald, 56 years old, a German, 
was struck by a north-bound Illinois Central 
suburban train at Seventy-fifth street at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. Odenwald was 
going to his home in Dobson avenue. When 
he came to the Illinois Central railroad 
tracks he did not notice the approach of the 
suburban train until he was in the middle of 
the track. | 

The place where Odenwald was struck 
was about 100 feet from the Grand Crossing 
station and the train had slackened its speed. 
The pilot of ‘the engine struck Odenwald 
and threw him to-one side. 

When picked up it was found that the man 
had sustained injuries to his head, hip, and 
shoulders, also being hurt internally. Oden- 
wald was placed on an Illinois Central train 
and taken to St. Luke’s Hospital. Soon after 
his arrival at the hospital he expired. 

Odenwald lived at One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth street and Michigan avenue and 
leaves a wife and three children. 


REPUBLICANS LOSE IN HAWAII. 


Native Vote Elects the Independent- 
Royalist Candidate as Delegate 
to United States Congress. 


HONOLULU, Nov. 9 (via San Francisco, 
Nov. 16).—Robert W. Wilcox, the independ- 
ent Royalist candidate, has been elected Ha- 
wallan Delegate to Congress by a small ma- 
jority over Samuel Parker, the Republican 
candidate. His strong vote among the na- 
tives in the outside districts carried the day 
against the whites and the intelligent native 
voters of the cities. ' 

The result of the election produced much 
depression among all whites, as Wilcox was 
strongly opposed by Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats alike. His campaign was an anti- 
white canvass, with promises on the part of 
some of his campaign workers that if he 
were elected Queen Liliuokalani would be 
restored to the throne. The result of the 
vote shows the native bitterness over an- 
nexation to be still alive. 

‘Republicans carried Honolulu and the Is- 
land of Oahu for Samuel Parker by 219 plu- 
rality, the Democratic candidate, Prince 
David Kawananakoa, receiving only about 
one-third as many votes as Parker. It is re- 
ported that ex-Queen Liliuokalan! secretly 
threw her influence to Wilcox. 

The independent native party has carried 
the House of Representatives by a large ma- 
jority. | 

It is likely that Congress will be asked to 
establish some limitations upon the voting 
privilege. Many of the whites want a prop- 
erty qualification.

INSANE WOMAN ATTACKS THE 

GERMAN EMPEROR. |

While the Ruler Is Driving Through 

the Streets at Breslau an Ax or Short 

Hand Chopper Is Thrown from the 

Crowd — Missile Strikes the Car- 

riage Without Injury toe the Royal 

Occupant, Who Is Afterwards Loud- 
ly Cheered by the People. | 


BRESLAU, Nov. 16.—Emperor William 
was the object of an attempted outrage to- 
day which, however, failed. Ashe was driv- 
ing in an open carriage to the Cuirassier Bar- 
racks, accompanied by the hereditary Prince 


‘of Saxe-Meiningen, a woman in the crowd 


hurled an ax or hand chopper at the carriage. 
The rapidity with which the vehicle was 
passing saved its occupants. The ax, or 
hatchet, struck the carriage and fell to the 
ground. The woman was immediately ar- 
rested. 

The woman's name is Selma Schnapke. 
She occupied a place in the front rank of the 
spectators, on the side farthest from the 
Emperor. 

A crowd of people who witnessed the out- 
rage threw themselves on his Majesty's 
assailant, but the prompt intervention of the 
police saved the woman from injury. 

Theassailant is a trades woman of Breslau. 
A provisional medical examination of the 
prisoner has been made and she has been 
pronounced to be insane. 

While Emperor William was returning 
from the barracks to the railroad station he 
was cheered by immense crowds of people 
who were gathered along the route. 

Kaiser Turns Pale. . 

According to most reports Emperor Will- 
iam did not notice the incident, but the Bres- 
lau Schlesische Morgen Zeitung says he saw 
what had happened and turned pale, but 
continued to greet the bystanders pleasantly. 
His Majesty was apparently in a serious 
mood after the incident.“ 

The entire Breslau garrison was imme- 
diately alarmed and drawn up in line on 
both sides of the route which the Emperor 
took in returning from the barracks to the 
depot after luncheon. 


Had the Ax in Court. 

All accounts agree that the woman is de- 
mented. It seems that she appeared this 
morning in the Breslau court in lunacy pro- 
ceedings against herself, carrying an ax, 
which did not attract special attention. The 
case being postponed, she went directly to 
see the procession, carrying the ax under 
her cloak. 

There is considerable conflict in the various 
reports of the incident. Some say that the 
ax, or hatchet, which was sharply ground, 
struck a spoke in the hind wheel and then 
fell. Another report says the woman stooped 
to try to get the ax again. : 

When arrested and on the way to the police 
station she repeatedly exclaimed: 

He ordered me to doit! He ordered me to

PROGRESS OF CZAR’S ILLNESS. 


Dispatches from European Capitals Fail 
to Agree Over Seriousness of the 
Emperor’s Condition.

LONDON, Nov. 17, 3 a. m. -A satisfactory 
idea of the Czar’s illness is still unobtainable 
from the many news sources drawn upon by 
the London press. St. Petersburg dispatches 
say the patient is holding his own, that he 
passed a comfortable night, and that his gen- 
eral condition is satisfactory, But the bul- 
jetins, which in most quarters are regarded 
as a sure sign of anxiety on the part of the 
court physicians, continue. 

One continental correspondent is under- 
taking to minimize the importance of the 
bulletins by saying that according to the eti- 
quette of the Russian court there should be 
no bulletins, and that the etiquette is relaxed 
now simply because the Czar is by marriage 
a grandson of Queen Victoria and an ally of 
France. | 

Nothing more ié said this morning of the 
poisoning theory, and but two of the many 
dispatches from the continental capitals con- 
tain news which might be construed as indi- 
cating that the Czar is in grave danger.

LIFE PRISON FOR TUAN. 


CHINESE PRINCE DEGRADED BY 
AN IMPERIAL EDICT. 


Minister Wa at Washington Receives 
OMictal Netice That Nine ef the 
Nobles and Princes Responsible for 
the Anti-Foreign Uprising Are te 
‘Be Severely Punished by Imprison- 
ment for Life, Deprivation of Rank, 
or Exile to Far Frontiers. ae 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Minister Wu 
has received from Director General Sheng the 
following cablegram, which he communi- 
cated to Secretary Hay today: 

“An imperial decree of Nov. 13 deprives 
Prince Tuan and Prince Chwang of their 
ranks and offices and orders them to be im- 
prisoned for life; Prince Yih and Secondary 
Prince Ying to be imprisoned; Secondary 
Prince Lien to be deprived of his rank; Duke 
Jan and Ying Nien to be degraded in rank; 
Kang Yi, being dead, no penalty can be im- 
posed upon him; Chao Shu Chiao to be de- 
graded, but retained in office; and Yu Hsien 
to be exiled to the farthest boundary.” 


Is a Severe Penalty. 

The Chinese officials mentioned in the de- 
cree are among the highest in China, and 
comprise most, if not all, of those against 
whom the powers demanded rigorous pun- 
ishment. 

Prince Tuan stands at the head of the anti- 
foreign and Boxer movement, and the judg- 
ment of life imprisonment is the most severe 
thus far given to any of the leaders respon- 
sible for the trouble. From a Chinese stand- 
point it is an extreme penalty to a Prince of 
the blood. 

The others mentioned were Tuan's active 
associates, and two of them were specifically 
mentioned for punishment, along with Tuan, 
in Secretary Hay's note of Oct. 3. 

As the Ministers at Pekin also have been 
considering the question of punishments, it 
will develop speedily, when they lay their 
demands before the Chinese envoys, whether 
the edict of the Chinese Emperor gives pun- 
ishments which are regarded as adequate to 
fit the crimes. 


Bars Tuan’s Son from Throne. 
LONDON, Nov. 16.—A news agency dis- 
patch from Shanghai, referring to the alleged 
new imperial edict, depriving Princes Tuan 
and Chwang of all rank and offices and 
handing them over to the Imperial Clan 
Court for close confinement pending further 


Tuan means that his son, the heir apparent, 
can never be Emperor. 

The edict also makes the early opening of 
formal peace negotiations probable. ‘ 


SEES MENACE TO THE EMPIRE. 


Lord Rosebery, Installed as Lord Rector 
of Glasgow University, Foreshadows 
a Contest for England. | 


GLASGOW, Nov. 16.—The Earl of Rose- 
bery was installed as Lord Rector of Glas- 
gow University today. His rectorial address, 
on tHe subject of The British Empire,“ was 
a stirring appeal to the race to realize its 
responsibilities and to prepare to fight for its 
existence. 

Never, said his Lordship, did the empire so 
urgently require the strenuous support of its 
subjects, because there was a disposition 
abroad to challenge both its naval and its 
commercial supremacy. 

The twentieth century, he declared, would 
be a period of keen, intelligent, and almost 
fierce international competition, more proba- 
bly in the arts of peace even than in the arts 
of war. 

Therefore, he added, it was necessary to un- 
dertake periodical stock-taking, to remodel 
the state machinery and educational meth- 
ods, and to become more businesslike and 
thorough as warriors, merchants, and states- 


men. 
America's Escape from Empire. 

Lord Rosebery asserted that but for the 
small incident of the acceptance of a peerage 
the empire might have been incalculably 
greater. Had the elder Pitt, when he be- 
came first Minister, not left the House of 
Commons he would probably have retained 
his sanity and authority, and he would have 
prevented or suppressed the reckless budget 
of Townshend, induced George II. to listen 
to reason, introduced representatives of 
America into Parliament, and preserved the 
thirteen colonies to the British crown. 

Is it fanciful to dwell for a moment on 
what might have happened?” continued Lord 
Rosebery. “ The reform bill of 1832 would 
probably have been passed much earlier, for 
the new blood of America would have burst 


the old vessels of the constitution. 


„And, at last, when the Americans be- 
came a majority of the seats, the empire 
would, perhaps, have been moved solemnly 
across the Atlantic and Britain would have 
become a historical shrine, the European 
outpost of the world empire. 


Bitter Memories Effared. 


„Our conceptions can scarcely picture the 
procession across the Atlantic of the great- 
est sovereign and the greatest fleet in the 


universe. Ministers, governments, and Par- 


liament departing solemnly for another 
hemisphere. 

„America would have hung on to the 
skirts of Britain and pulled her back out of 
European complications. She would have 
profoundly affected her foreign policy in the 
direction of peace, and her influence on her 
domestic policy would have been scarcely 
less potent. Probably she would have ap- 

and even contented Ireland. 

“On the other hand, the American yearn- 
ing for liberty would have taken a different 
form, would have blended with other tradi- 
tions and floated into other molds. 7

South Sea Island Stories. | 
“The Queen Versus Billy.“ By Lloyd 
Osborne. Charles Scribner's Sons. 


The views of life in the South Sea Islands 
presented by Mr. Osborne in the nine stories 
of this volume prove the author to be 
thoroughly acquainted with the social condi- 
tions in that part of the world. The stories 
also show à deep insight into the character of 
the people, and a fine appreciation of the 
sentimental side of their life. These qual- 
ities, together with a good literary style, 
make the book exceedingly entertaining. 
The stories for the most part are founded 
upon some relation between the native and 
the Wayfaring sailor, trader, or tourist. The 
devotion and fidelity of. the native, and the 
gratitude or ingratitude of the white man 
furnish many beautiful and touching epi- 
sodes. 
None ot the stories is a better example of 
this than the first, which gives the book its 
title. It tells of the arraignment of the na- 
tive boy, Billie, for the murder of a trader. 
Billie is captured and brought aboard the 
ship, where his trial takes place, and he is 
condemned to die, although Facey, who was 
appointed by the Captain to defend him, 
pleaded his case nobly. The sentence was to 
be exécuted the next time the ship touched 
this particular island, and in the meantime 
Billie was to remain a prisoner on board. 
No one foresaw how the boy was to creep 
into the hearts of every one, from Captain 
down, and as the day approached when the 
ship must return gloom pervaded every 
corner of the ship. Bach man talked private- 
ly to Billie; trying to induce him to deny the 
charge brought ‘against him, but in vain. 
Then the Captain tried in the most unblush- 
ing way to lose him or leave him at every 
place where they stopped, but Billie clung to 
the ship like a barnacle until the Captain 
could not in conscience remain longer away 
from the scene of the crime; and then 
discipline had to be observed and the boy 
was shot. 

The stories are all unique and could happen 
nowhere ‘outside those islands, yet each is 
in some way an expression of human nature 
and so is full of appeal. The tales are all

Brief Mention. 


“The Situatfon tn China.“ by Robert E. 8 
(Revell), reveals signs of too hasty préparation tot 
be of much value to the student of the Eastern 
situation. The subject is not thoroughly digested, 
and.as a result the reader is apt to be more mysti- 
fied than enlightened on the real condition of 
affairs. A good statement is made of the Chinese 
mind: There is nothing else on earth like that 
mind, so full of distortions, of atrophies, of ab- 
normalſtſes, of curious twists and deficiencies.” 

Patterson Du Bols, a writer of wide knowledge 
of and rare sympathy with children, has collected 
over 200 of his editorial notes, contributed during 
several years to the Sunday Schoo] Times, and 
Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. have published them un- 
der the name oft Chat-Wood,“ a title which the 
author takes a page or more to explain.

The author has 
evidently been a wide reader, The law of asso- 
ciation of ideas in his own mind is perfectly fancy- 
It -brooks no let nor hindranee.- The dis- 
tinctive quality. however, is that it is almost 
completely destitute of any law of coherent con- 
secutiveness.

New York, Nov. 16.—R. G. Dun’s Weekly 
Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 

“Prices of commodities advance almost 
without exception, and all the changes in 
manufactured goods are in the direction of 
firmer quotations. The smallness of stocks 
of goods carried is a feature of our reports 
from most of the leading centers. Scarcity 


States great concern. 

“ Activity at iron and steel mills steadily 
increases and there is an equally uniform 
advance in quotations. The gain has been 
more general this week than at any previous 
time this season, pig iron moving up 25 cents 
a ton, and corresponding gains appearing in 
bars, billets, plates, and structural materials 
generally. Instead of the recent agitation 


an advance to $28, owing to the farther 
rise in steel billets. Orders come forward in 
the best volume since last spring, when there 
was severe inflation of prices, and requests 
for quick delivery are general. | 
Activity in the Iron Market. 
“The report of pig iron production on Nov. 
1 by the Iron Age shows a weekly capacity 
of only 215,304 tons, the smallest since Sep- 
tember, 1898, but the reduction of 20,000 
tons from Oct. 1 in furnace stocks is most en- 
couraging. These figures, with the activity 
in all branches of the industry, indicate that 
there will be no farther reduction in output, 
but the December statement probably will 
show more than 200 furnaces in blast. 
Packer hides at Chicago have ceased to 
advance, but remain firm at top figures, and 
country hides made farther gains, Tanners 
are not buying eagerly, and offerings are 
also moderate. Leather quotations are only 
slightly altered, while most grades are 


advanced sharply. Boot and shoe manufac- 
turers are still unable to secure any advance 
in quotations, although they are attempting 
to raise lists 2% cents. Local jobbers are 
well supplied, but more seasonable weather 
has stimulated retail trade. | N 

Textile industries are rather quiet, al- 
though heavyweight goods move more freely 
with the lower temperature. Woolen man- 
ufacturers are not yet seeking raw material 
in great quantity, and wool is not changed 
in price. Sales at the three chief Eastern 
markets have again increased, while West- 
ern consigners still insist that commission 
men shall not accept lower bids. — 


Wheat Flurry Is Temporary. 

“A temporary flurry in the wheat market 
on Monday took the December option above 
80 cents. It was reported that Wall street 
operators were turning their attention to 
grain. Publication of the usual weekly sta- 
tistics had a depressing effect, however, par- 


+ ticularly the enormous exports from Russia. 


which were a contradiction of earlier state- 


„ments that the crop was short in northern 


Europe. Liverpool selling was large, and 
realizing soon made a decline of over two 
cents, which exceeded the previous advance. 

The much-discussed advance in meats at 
Chicago was not heavy, but scarcity of first 
quality fresh eggs has brought high prices. 
Cotton rose slightly. Exports to Great 
Britain continue heavy, even at prices two 
cents higher than a year ago. Total cotton 
shipments in October were valued at $60,- 
691,107, exceeding all records, and showing 
a gain of 200 per cent over the previous 
month.

demand for iron and steel is expanding and 
prices are hardening; labor is exceptionally 
well employed; anthracite coal mining opera- 
tions have been practically resumed, and 
ruling@prices for that product seem assured. 

Ne records of export trade are pre- 
senteds and the excess of outward trade is 
‘assuming phenomenal proportions. The 
market for cereals.is a dragging one, with 
price changes few and of little importance, 
but stock speculation, though quieter than 
of late, is strong and confident intone. Re- 
flection of the late enormous business in 
this line is found in unprecedented bank 
clearings, totals éclipsing even the large 
totals of the year 1899. 


Iron and Steel Demand Good. 

The strength of prices is still most mani- 
fest in iron and steel, demand for which con- 
tinues large, both for crude and finished ma- 
terlals. The action of the billet pool in ad- 
vancing prices is claimed to have checked de- 
mand. Pig iron also has been affected by 
efforts to advance Bessemer pig, but, though 
not so active as last week, is strong and high- 
er at the West, while firm and tending up- 
ward at the South. Stocks are estimated to 
have decreased 50,000 tons in O¢tober.. In 
finished material the activity is most marked 
and mills are generally well supplied with 
orders and indifferent to future business at 
present rates. 

“A fair business is doing in rails at the West 
and $28 per ton is the price talked of. The 
railways are free buyers of cars and other 
material, and structural material, tends up- 
ward, although the intention of beam manu- 
facturers to advance prices is not confirmed. 
The awarding of the government contrac: 
for armor plate at $425 per ton will swell the 
output of the steel industry by $15,000,000. 
Hardware is in improved distribution at 
nearly all points, and tin is higher in sym- 
pathy with another advance at London. 

“Among the textiles cotton is notable for 
one-quarter cent advance on the week, due 
to killing frost having terminated further 
growth. Estimates of the crop average about 
10,250,000 bales, but the advance has been ar- 
rested toward the close by rumors that El- 
son will issue a reduced estimate of consump- 
tion. Argentine wheat crop damage has fig- 
ured largely among the supporting !nflu- 
ences of the wheat market, but liquidation 
by tired bulls has been a restraining influ- 
ence. Late reports indicate damage men- 
tioned is slight. Cash corn, as heretofore, 
has continued quite strong on small stocks 


and good demand. | | 
Weather Helps Many Lines. 


“Cold weather has been the stimulus to 
the butter market, and the advance in ten 
days has been fully four cents per pound. 
Among the articles declining might be men- 
tioned flour, on slack demand; coffee, and 
petroleum. The distribution of shoes has 
been better than for some time past, and 
Eastern manufacturers have advanced 
prices five cents per pair. Leather has been 
active East and West, and hides are firm. 

“Wheat (including flour) shipments for 
the week aggregate 4,062,000 bushels, against 
3.555,507 bushels last week, 4,540,007 bushels 
in the corresponding week of 1899, 5,679,141 
bushels in 1898, 6,653,792 bushels in 1897, and 
3.937.233 bushels in 1896. From July 1 to 
date this season wheat exports are 71,474,091 
bushels, against 81,779,865 bushels last sea- 
son and 83,299,357 bushels in 1888-"99. 

Corn exports for the week aggregate 
3,976,914 bushels, against 3,287,627 bushels 
last week, 4,603,718 bushels in this week a 
year ago, 3,531,724 bushels in 1898, 3,200,790 
in 1897, and 2,975,721 bushels in 1896. From 
July 1 to date this season corn exports are 
64,644,998 bushels, against &8.026,965 bushels 
last season and 56,828,916 bushels in 1888.

Declining. 


“Stock market activity has been on a 
falling scale this week, and the transactions, 
though still large, have lost the marks of an 
excited speculative spirit which prevailed 
after the élection. On Monday last the 
transactions at the New York Stock Pu- 
change rose to 1,700,000 shares, an unprece- 
dented figure, but for the first time since 
Wednesday, Nov. 7, it was evident that the 
selling was greater than the buying. Heav~ 
profit taking was the main cause for the out- 
pouring of stocks, though the professionals 
were to some extent sellers for short account. 

The industrials, which at the close of last 
week had begun to take the lead and to 
show large rises, were the chief sufferers, 
their decline being accelerated by the fact 
that rates of interest for money assumed a 
harder tone, particularly where industrial 
stocks figured to any extent as collateral. 
The firmness of money, in fact, seemed to 
influence the entire stock list, and the 
realizing sales were on a much larger scale, 
while the buying power was materially re- 
duced, except at concessions. 

The largest recessions on Monday after- 
noon and Tuesday were in the industrials, 
but there were no serious drops, save in the 
case of the American Linseed company 
stocks, which were affected by preliminary 
advices that the dividend on the preferred 
shares would be pas.ed, an event which 
actually transpired on Thursday. 


Railroad List Holds Its Own. 


The railroad list, however, felt the effect 
ef profittaking for a time, and prices were 
generally somewhat lower, although at the 


standard rajlroad stocks, after holding their 
ground at the slightly lower level, became 
strong again and tended to advance under the 
lead of Pennsylvania, Northern Pacific, the 
coal stocks, and other prominent favorites. 

In these movements rumors of pending 
deals, such ag one of a possible acquisition of 
Jersey Central by the Pennsylvania and 
other trunk line interests, played a leading 
part. The dissolution of the Northern Pacific 
voting trust was acompanied by reports that 
a combination of some kind with the Great 
Northern was in prospect. The reports were 
denied, but there was large buying of the 
Northern Pacific for London, at which center 
the disposition since the election had been to 
sell Americans, but in the latter part of this 
week the foreign purchases of stocks have 
rather exceeded the sales. 

“The renewed strength of the railroad list 
also affected the industrials, but the improve- 
ment in that division was on a more re- 
stricted scale, the activity being confined to 
a few leading issues, of which Tennessee 
Coal was the most conspicuous.”

NOVEMBER CORN HIGHER. 


Strong Cash Situation, Small Stecks, 
and Concentrated Long Holdings ef 
November the Bull Factors, Decem- 
ber and May Selling Of on Govern- 
ment Crop Report — Wheat Loses 
1 1-4 Cent More on Continued be- 
cember Liquidation. 


November corn and the deferred futures 
came to a parting of the ways yesterday, 
the current delivery gaining %c and Decem- 
ber and May losing %c. The November 
premium widened lc and at the close was 
4%-%c over December and 3%c over May at 
80%. The government report, indicating an 
increase of 178,000,000 bu over the October 
estimate, a total crop of 2,108,000,000 bu, was 
a surprise to traders who had no reason to 
expect a material change, and had a bearish 
effect on pit sentiment. The prospect of 
unsettled weather West to interfere with 
movement deterred selling for a time, but 
there was talk of freer country offerings for 
all December shipment, and in the last hour 
heavy offerings of May by Cudahy, Fried- 
man, and Comstock, with half the scalpers 
from the wheat pit following suit, caused 
weakness and @ decline of %-%c, the close 
showing a recovery of a split only from the 
wottom. Selling of December and buying 
of May by Phillips, closing a spread, was 
the principal support of May. The bear 
raid on May, while it may have been for 
the purpose of shaking out long November 
holdings, had no such effect. The small 
stocks and scant arrivals of contract corn, 
the concentrated long interest, and the 
strength of the cash situation seemed to 
have made that month tighter than ever. 
There was a gain of %c early, to 39%c, on 
covering by small scattered shorts, but of- 
ferings by Phillips around top prices eased 
the market off Me and on the first signs of 
marked weakness in May November broke to 
ge, but rallied promptly, and at the close 
Phillips was bidding 39%c without getting 
any. The Phillips line is believed to be 
larger by 2,000,000 bu to 3,000,000 bu than 
the entire local stocks of contract corn, and 
the November bulls are apparently confident 
that there is no danger of new arrivals in 
embarrassing quantities, and willing to bid 
defiance to the bears by allowing the 
premium over December to increase. There 
is no increase in country offerings for prompt 
shipment, and of 327 cars inspected in yester- 
day only 4, less than 1 1-3 per.cent, were 
contract. While the government crop report 
was considered bearish, the bulls were fa- 
vored by the estimate of old corn in farmers’ 
hands, 91,000,000 bu, compared with 113,000,- 
000 bu on Nov. 1, 1899. The cash demand 
was strong. with sales of 250,000 bu and 
the seaboard reported 384,000 bu taken. Ex- 
ports for the week were 3,977,000 bu, an in- 
creases of 700,000 bu over the previous week, 
600,000 bu less than in 1899. The estimate 
for today is 460 cars. Liverpool futures were 
d higher spot 4d lower to steady.

RE-ELECTION OF SENATOR CULLOM. 

The delegates to the Republican State

DEATH AND THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

The young autocrat of all the Russias 
is lying seriously ill at the royal castle 
in Fredensborg.. King Oscar of Sweden 
and Norway is not expected to recover 
from his present illness. Queen Victoria 
is approaching her 82d year, and in the 
course of nature cannot be expected to live 
long. Emperor Franz Josef of Austria- 
Hungary is more than 70 years old and isin 
good health. Only yesterday an insane 
woman made an attempt on the life of Em- 
peror William of Germany. 

Students of history see in the situation 
a grave menace to the peace of Europe. 
Especially does the serious illness of the 
Czar of Russia arouse apprehension. 
The Russian autocrat more than any other 
Buropean ruler holds in his hands the 
power of making peace or war. The present 
Czar has proved himself to be a man 
sincerely in favor of maintaining peace. 
His successor might easily be a ruler of 
a different stamp, with a Napoleonic am- 
bition which would set the continent on 
fire. In the case of King Oscar it may be 
said that only the tact and ability of the 
venerable monarch have so far prevented the 
constant friction between Sweden and Nor- 
way from developing into an open rupture. 
As for the old and feeble Emperor Franz 
Josef, he has had all he could do for years 
to preserve pence among his Hungarian, 
German, and Bohemian subjects. It has 
been freely predicted that at his death 
the dual empire will be torn into two parts 
by civil war, if that is found necessary to 
bring about the divisios. In England it is

At present the number of patrolmen on night 
duty in the same district is seventeen, some 
of whom are put on special duty each night. 
With this information before them the peo- 
ple of the North Side will need to seek no 
further to find why robbers and crooks of all 
kind make that part of the city a favorite 
working ground. 

After declaring that the present “ ca 
of crime” is due to the fact that he has so 
few policemen the Inspector gives the rea- 
son for the great decrease in the number of 
officers at his command. He says it is due 
to the fact that many policemen by the ex- 
ercise of politica] pull have been able to get 
transferred to the Central detail, where at 
present there are more than 100 men on 
duty. In somewhat heated language he ex- 
presses his opinion that the Central police 
detail is “the softest snap in the police 
business from Maine to California,” and 
declares that the fifteen men who lose them- 
selves at night in the enormous district 
under his charge should not be blamed for 
what it is impossible for them to prevent. 

Without taking any part in a quarrel be- 
tween police officials, it is plain that to at- 
tempt to patrol that part of the North Side 
which lies between the lake and the river in 
one direction and between the river and 
Division street in the other with a force of 
fifteen men is little less than ridiculous. It 


why the number of patrolmen traveling out 
ot this station should be cut down from 
sixty-one to seventeen, particularly in view 
of the many and justified complaints which 
have been made of’ highway robberies and 
burglaries, Nor should Mayor Harrison be 
proud of the fact that he knew nothing about 
the condition of things in the North Side 
Police department.

UNIVERSITY FREEDOM. . 

It is announced that Professor Edward 
A. Ross, head of the department of 
economics in Leland Stanford University 
at Palo Alto, Cal., and 4 man apparently 
of promise, has resigned his position in 
response to a demand preferred to Presi- 
dent Jordan by Mrs. Stanford, joint founder 
with her husband of thatinstitution, This 
demand is reported to have been made some 
time ago, on account of criticisms by the 
professor concerning the practice of em- 
ploying coolie labor and also because of his 
advocacy of the municipalization of street 
railways. On learning of the demand and 
of the objections to his utterances he re- 
signed. It is further asserted that Mrs. 
Stanford is an employer of coolie labor and 
an owner of street railway stock. 

Taking the facts as stated the event calls 
up other similar occurrences and suggests 


important considerations touching univer- 


sity freedom. It has been a number of 
years since the discussion created by the 
resignation of Professor Bemis from the 
University of Chicago, for the alleged rea- 
son that its founder, Mr. Rockefeller, ob- 
fected to his teachings concerning public 
ownership and other subjects, and the pub- 
lic has never been entirely satisfied as to 
whether such objection was or was not 
responsible for the resignation. The re- 
tirement, however, of Professor John R. 
Commons earlier in the decade from the 
Indiana State University and his with- 
drawal about two years ago from Syracuse 
University, were both due, without ques- 


tion, to objections by persons interested in 


or connected with the institutions con- 
cerned to his advanced views on economics. 
In both cases he withdrew voluntarily be- 
fore the objections had found any loud ut- 
terance.. 

While the legal right of any founder of 
an educational institution to prescribe 
specific lines of instruction to be followed is 
recognized generally, yet when an institu- 
‘tion stands not for any particular line 
of doctrine but for freedom of thought 
and research any arbitrary interference 
with the teaching staff because they do 
not conform to tradition is naturally re- 
garded with displeasure, especially when 
the modern electivé system relieves students 
from constrained contact with objection- 
able instruction. On the other hand, every 
teacher should recognize the fact that he 
is not to strive to conform his students to 
his own peculiar point of view by mere 
choice of material, but is instead to develop 
in them the capacity for independent 
thought and inquiry. 

It Professor Ross’ resignation has actual- 
ly been brought about by the arbitrary 
action indicated, it will scarcely create a 
sense of confidence respecting liberty of 
thought in the great university concerned. 
If, however, some more assuring facts in 
explanation are to be forthcoming, they 
will be welcome. | 


PARTY CONSCRIPTION. 

Seldom have publie utterances appeared 
bespeaking less political perspective or less 
party chivalry than are evinced in the de- 
mands of a local contemporary for the prac- 
tical exclusion of the lesser political parties 
from participation in elections in Illinois. 

In the recent election the votes for the six 
minor tickets—Prohibition, Social Pemo- 
cratic, People’s, Socialist Labor, Union Re- 
form, and United Christian, were respec- 
tively—according to contemporary returns—

they totaled something over 27,500. In no 
case, however, did any candidate reach 2 per 
cent of the entire vote, or 22,429. 

Commenting upon these figures, our con- 
temporary draws attention to the fact that 
the Republican and Democratic parties 
alone will be entitled to places on the official 


ballot at the next general election, but, not 


satisfied with this advantage, it character- 
izes the presence of these minority tickets 
on the ballot—they having been placed there 
by petition—as a cause of “ confusion, and 
expense,” the repetition of which should be 
prevented by legislation . before 


another election is held in Illinois.“ The 


sweeping assertion is made that “ parties 
without the hope or expectancy of receiving 
at least 2 per cent of the popular vote have 
no right to force their names upon the offi- 
cial ballot.” And, to carry out this senti- 
ment, a modification gf thesexisting law is 
advocated which should “require the de- 
posit of $5,000 by each party for every ticket 
in State elections, and $1 per signature ac-

The extra burden now placed upon the 
minor parties of preparing petitione—with 
1,000 names in the case of State nominees 
and from 2 to 5 per cent of the total pre- 
vious vote in the case of other nominees— 
should be a reasonably sufficient safeguard 
against ill-considered nominations by peti- 
tion; and if popular suffrage is to be held to 
as the corner-stone of our political system 
it should not be rendered nugatory by petty 
appreliensions or overwrought thrift con- 
cerning its machinery. 


THE I0WA AMENDMENT MUDDLE. 

Two thousand county and township offi- 
cers-elect in Iowa have been thrown into a 
condition of mental perturbation and 2,000 
other officials—the present incumbents—are 


in a corresponding state of jubilation over. 


the discovery of a curious error in the bi- 
ennial election amendment adopted by the 
voters of Iowa last week. The amendment 
abolishes the elections formerly held on odd- 
numbered years, because of the needless ex- 
tra expense they involved. Thus there will 
be no county nor township elections in 
Iowa in 1901. In order to cover the gap 
between 1901 and 1902 a new set of officers 
was elected last week to serve after the 
terms of the present incumbents had ex- 


Unfortunately the meaning and intent of 
the amendment are nullified by its wording. 
The amendment provides for a year’s exten- 
sion in the terms of those officers “ whose 
terms of office would otherwise expire in the 
year 1901.“ The legislators who drafted 
the amendment took it for granted that the 
terms of the present incumbents would ex- 
pire on Dec. 31, 1900, and the extension was 
meant to apply to their successors, It has 
now been discovered that the present in- 
cumbents do not go out until the first Mon- 
day in January, 1901. Thus the extension 
of one year applies to them instead of to 
their successors, and the 2,000 men chosen 
at the recent election are apparently not 
elected to office at all. Naturally the dis- 
covery of this blunder has spread conster- 
nation among the officers-elect and their 
friends throughout the State. Probably 
no election error has ever before affected so 
many Officials in a single State. 

What the Iowa people will do about it re- 
mains to be seen, but it is clear if the amend- 
ment is taken literally it will give two years 
more of office to the present incumbents and 
leave the others out in the cold. It is a bad 


muddle and may cost the taxpayers a pretty : 


‘sum in the shape of litigation, besides de- 
feating their will as expressed at the polls. 
The strangest part of it is the fact that 
nobody should have discovered this discon- 
certing error before election, when it might 
still have been remedied. That the legis- 
lators, editors, and voters of a whole State 
should simultaneously fail to examine word 
by word so important a thing as a constitu- 
tional amendment is remarkable. 


IGNORANT ELECTION JUDGES. 
Judge Oarter estimates that a recount of 
the votes recently cast for County Commis- 
sioners will cost $96,000 and take two years, 
or until 1902, when new commissioners will 
have to be elected. Even if less time and 
money were required it would be a waste of 
either to spend it in an effort to find out 
whether a Republican candidate in whom 
the people can have no confidence, or a Dem- 
ocratic candidate in whom they have less 
than none, has received a majority of the 
votes actually cast. There is no urgent 

need of a recount. \ 
Under different circumstances a recount 


— 


might have been desirable. Supposing that 
one set of candidates had consisted of men 
to whom the interests of this great county 
might safely be intrusted and the other a 
set of acalawags, and that through the 
blunders of judges and clerks the latter had 
been credited with receiving a majority of 


the votes. Then the taxpayers as well as 
the counted out candidates would have de- 
manded a recount. Something like this 
may happen hereafter. Should it happen it 
ought not to be necessary to spend two years 
in a recount. 


STATE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Dr. Kuh’s incidental statement on Thurs- 
day at the State Charities conference at 
Champaign that professional men of the 
highest order were unwilling to accept posi- 
tions in the State institutions because of 
the uncertainty of the tenure of office, and 
that consequently these places were usually 
filled from among country practitioners, pro- 
voked, as might have been expected, rather 
warm protest, though the dramatic de- 
parture from the hall of the superintendent 
of one of the State institutions would seem 
irrelevant as directed to the correctness or 
inaccuracy of the statement. 

That the rotation in office which has char- 
acterized the administration of the State in- 
stitutions during this decade must result in 
a lowering of the professional character of 
the service enlisted is self-evident, for it is 
plain that men of such ability as commands 
a good private practice will not leave it 
unless assured of uninterrupted employment 
and of exemption from political“ dicta- 
tion. | 

In rerognition of this fact, and with ap- 
preciation at the same time for all efficient 
persons now in the service of the State, it 
is to be hoped that the main purpose which 


| dominated the charities conference at the 


meeting referred to—namely: the adoption 
by the next Legislature of civil service rules 
for the State istitutions—may be accom- 
plished. No one doubts that this step would 
be in the interest of humane and progressive 
treatment of the wards of the State, of tax- 
payers, and of pure politics. 

A committee was appointed by the confer- 
ence to codperate toward this end, and ap- 
propriate action at its hands may be looked 


for.

As far as prosperous conditions are con- 
cerned, we may as well understand that If we 
are to retain our foreign trade we must ba 
prepared to fight for it. As the President of 
the German bureau of commercial treaties 
recently said, in commenting on American 
competition: “ The dread struggle will have 
to be met; the longer it is postponed the hard- 
er it will become.“ English ironmakers are 
already announcing a reduction in prices in 
competition with those given by Amer 
ean and German manufacturers.

ness; that the railroads are discussing the |. 


building of their own rail mills; that Cleve 
land and Pittsburg concerns are preparing 
to manufacture steel wire in competition with 
the trust. Again, as affecting the railways. 
Western jobbers are demanding lower rates, 
and Southern manufacturers are combining 
‘o secure legislation in the same direction. 
Nor should the observer forget the reports 
of a glut of wool in Argentina, with no or- 
ders and inadequate storage space. All these 
things have a bearing on existing conditions 
of prosperity in this country. The cloud thai 
overhangs the industrial situation abroad has 
its menace for us at home, for in the struggle 
to stave off bankruptcy the foreign manufac- 
turer will run his establishment at starva- 
tion rates, which we must meet in open com- 
petition.—Jasper In Leslie’s Weekly.

The concert had just commenced when the 
heir apparent drew the attention of Arch- 
duchess Marie Josepha, who sat next to him, 
to a small gray mouse on the edge of the 
dais, among the palms which formed, so to 
speak, the dividing line between the orches- 
tra and the imperial guests. The mouse Was 
seated on its haunches, occasionally stroking 
its whiskers, and showed by its wrapt atten- 
tion, as well as by its blinking, that it thor- 
oughly enjoyed the exquisite music that was 
being played. 

The first movement of Archduchess Marie 
Josepha on having her attention drawn to 
the tiny intruder was that which seems to 
come natural to every woman as soon as ever 
she catches sight of a mouse—that is to say, 
she drew her skirts together. The swish and 
rustle thus made, as well as the direction of 
her gaze, attracted the attention and aroused 
the curiosity of the other imperial and noble 
women to the mouse, and in a few moments 
every woman in the room had followed her 
example—that is to say, had drawn her skirts 
more tightly around her and was looking at 
the mouse, good-natured smiles being ap- 
parent on the faces of all the men,.particw 
larly in the case ‘of the kindly old Emperor, 
who seemed much entertained and inter- 
ested. 

As soon as the music stopped the mouse 
disappeared, only to return to its former po- 
sition and to its attitude of appreciative at- 
tention as soon as the music struck up again. 
Throughout the concert the mouse occupied 
the attention and interest of all present, from 
the Emperor down to the youngest débu- 
tante at court, and when, just after the con- 
cert had been brought to a conclusion, the 
mouse, after vanishing suddenly, reappeared, 
sat on its haunches, facing the Emperor, 
stroking its whiskers and blinking at him 
in a friendly fashion, as tf to intimate to him 
its friendly approval of the performance, 
there was a general laugh which not even 
the restrictions of court etiquette could pre- 
vent.

It is not to eighteen years of military con- 
finement in a fortress that Prince Prosper 
Arenberg has been sentenced by the court- 
martial organized by the Kaiser in order to 
try him afresh for his atrocious murder of a 
native official in German west Africa, but 


many’s great military penitentiary, a far 
more serious punishment. For, whereas 
confinement in a fortress is more or less nom- 
inal, since the delinquent retains his military 
rank and has the free run of the surrounding 
districts and of the various country houses, 
being merely required to report himself to 
the commanding officer in the morning and at 
nightfall, imprisonment with hard labor in a 
penitentiary involves military degradation 
and not only strict incarceration but like- 


servitude. 

It is the first time on record that the scion 
of one of the great mediatized houses of 
the old world—that ts to say. of those fam- 
flies which exercised sovereign sway until 
the beginning of the present century and 
which still retain sovereign rank and the 
right of intermarriage with the now reign- 
ing dynasties on a footing of perfect equal- 
ity—has been called upon to don the garb of 
a mere convict. ‘ 

The Prince is the only brother of the Duke 
of Arenberg, who is likewise Duke of Mep- 
pen, of Croy, and of Aerschot, as well as 
Prince of Recklinghausen, besides being a 
grandee of Spain and a member of the House 
of Lords of Prussia, Bavaria, and Austria. 
Inasmuch as the Duke has but one son, a 10- 
months-old baby. it is within the bounds of 
possibility that ere Prince Prosper, who en- 
joys the predicate of “Serene Highness,” 
completes his term he may succeed to the 
family honors and vast estates. 


The punishment thus inflicted upon Prince 
Prosper Arenberg has created an immense 
sensation throughout the length and breadth 
of Europe and has spread a certain amount 
of t r among the highest classes of tne 
aristocracy, who now lize, perhaps for the 
first time, that lofty birth and sovereign 
lineage no longer constitute any protection or 
immunity from the action of the law. In- 
deed, the action of the Kaiser in the matter 
is compared unfavorably by the nobility, but 
favorably by the general public, to that of 
King Leopold of Belgium. who when some 
time ago young Prince Loos et Corswarem, 
nephew and heir presumptive to the Duke of 
that name, was convicted at Brussels of 
wholesale fraud, some of the victims of his 
swindles being Americans, declined to permit

that he was a “ Serene Highness” and a 
Prince of a mediatized dynasty, one of his 
ancestors, by the by, being that infamous 
Godoy, Prince of the Peace, who, as favorite 
of the Queen of Spain at the close of the last 
century, played so unsavory a role in the his- 
tory of the peninsula. 

Prince Prosper Arenberg had not only sae 
bered and shot his victim, a half-breed, but 
had actually thrust and twisted his riding 
cane in the gaping wounds of the dying man. 
Brought before a court-martial, he was sen- 
tenced in the first place to three months’ con- 
finement in a fortress—that is to say, toa 
mere nominal punishment—the court taking 
the ground that the life of a mere half-breed 
weighed but little when the man who has 
condescended to take it happens to be not 
only a Prussian officer but likewise a Prince 
of one of the formerly sovereign houses of 
Germany. 

The Kaiser, who, with all his disposition 
to absolutism, and his theories of the divine 
right of Kings, is democratic in other 
particulars, especially in connection with the 
administration of justice, in his capacity as 
Emperor and Commander-in-Chief of the 
army quashed the sentence of the court- 
martial, which he denounced as altogether 
ridiculous, and ordered the organization ofa 
new court-martial, directing that great care 
be taken in its selection. It is this new court 
that has sentenced Prince Prosper to fifteen 
years’ penal servitude. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, by exchanging. 
the Secretaryship of State for Foreign Affairs 
for the position of Lord Privy Seal, gains in 
point of rank and precedence. For, where- 
as until now he has only come tenth on the 
table of precedence, he now, as Lord Privy 
Seal, becomes the third Great Officer of State, 
the others being the Lord High Chancellor 
and the Lord President of the Privy Council, 
an office held by the Duke of Devonshire. 
As Lord Privy Seal Lord Salisbury will 
henceforth and for the first time have prece- 
dence of all Dukes, with the exception of the 
Duke of Devonshire. He has charge of the 
Sovereign's Privy Seal, which has to be of- 
fixed to all charters, grants, and pardons be- 
fore they receive the Great Seal, the keeper 
of which is the Lord High Chancellor. Pre- 
vious to the reign of King Henry VIII. the 
office was held by ecclesiastics, but since that 
time invariably by peers above the rank of 


Baron.

E. P. Tilly and His Wife Are Uncon- 
scious Twenty-four Hours and Their 
Three Children and Sister-in-Law 
Are Made Critically III Also. 


E. P. Tilly, his wife, three children, and 
sister-in-law were mysteriously poisoned at 
Lake Bluff on Thursday, and until yester- 
day it was feared Tilly and his wife would 
die. The family became ill shortly after eat- 
ing dinner. Mr. and Mrs. Tilly became un- 
conscious and the others were too Ill to aid 
them. 

The eldest child at length revived suf- 
ficiently to reach a neighbor’s house and give 
the alarm. Dr. Parmenter of Lake Forest 
and Druggist Mackenzie of Waukegan were 
called. They found Mr. and Mrs. Tilly un- 
conscious and the sister-in-law, Mrs. Allen, 
and the two children in a critical condition.

FIRMS MAKE DISMISSAL THE PEN- 
ALTY OF PATRONIZING THEM. 


Leading Business Houses Follow the 
Initiative of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co. and Create Funds 
from Which Their Needy Employes 
May Borrow—John V. Farwell & Co. 
Warns Its Men Against the Secret 
Agencies—New System Indorsed. 


Following the initiative of Hibbard, Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Co., other firms are creating 
a loan fund for needy employés, thus ob- 
viating the necessity of borrowing money 
from the sharks.“ Patronizing the loan 
agents will be considered provocation for 
dismissal. 

Yesterday John V. Farwell & Co. inclosed 
in the pay envelope of each of their em- 
ployés the following notification: 


Whenever it comes to our knowledge that any 
employé has borrowed money from one of the secret 
loaning agencies now infesting this city, or has 
indorsed the note yf any person who is borrowing 
from such parties, that employé will be promptly 
discharged. Any legitimate case of need should 
be laid before the manager, who will give it at- 


tention. 

John V. Farwell Jr. said: We have hada 
great deal of trouble of late with some money 
lenders. Our employés have fallen victims 
to their smoothly worded inducements, and 
we have experienced much difficulty in get- 
ting them out of their clutches. We decided 
to adopt the plan which has been used by Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. for more than 
year.“ 

Mr. Bartlett said: ‘“*‘ When we notified the 
men in our employ that they must not 
patronize the loan ‘ sharks’ we set aside a 
fund for the purpose of meeting the im- 
mediate needs of the employés. The system 
has worked admirably.”’ 

William A. Merigold of Merigold & Co., 
loan agents, said last night: The plan of 
Mr. Bartlett is a good one and ought to keep 
employés out of the clutches of the ‘ sharks.’ 
If all the large business firms would adopt 
the plan the ‘sharks’ would be driven out 
of business.“ 

Richard W. Sears, President of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., said he considered Mr. Bart- 
lett’s plan a good one, and that his firm would 
adopt it should any difficulty be experienced 
with the sharks.“

POLICY FOR $250,000 AND 
BREAKS WOMAN’S RECORD. 


Daughter of George M. Pullman Be- 
comes the Most Heavily Insured of 
Her Sex—Husband Puts a 
Valuation on His Life. 


If a human life can be measured in mo 
Mrs. Florence Pullman Lowden is today the 
most valuable woman in the world. By pol- 
icies recently placed, announcement of which 
was made yesterday, she is insured for a 
quarter of a million dollars, the heaviest in- 
surance carried by any woman. To avert the 
possibility of want should she survive him, 
her husband, Colonel Frank O. Lowden, has 
taken out policies in a like amount. Together 
the lives of the man and his wife are worth 
$500,000 to the companies interested. 2 

Mrs. Lowden is one of the two daughters of 
the late George M. Puliman. She has beena 
beneficiary under his will to the amount of 
$1,500,000. 

The insurance was secured by H. S. Vail, 
an actuary, and the policies delive to 
Colonel and Mrs. Lowden just previous to 
their starting with Mrs. Pullman and Mrs. 
F. J. Carolan for the Pacific coast a few days 
ago. | 

The policies are what are known as the 
“twenty-year life and twenty-year trust 
class. They provide that in the case of the 
demise of either of the policyholders that the 
sum of $12,500 shall become an annuity to the 
surviving one, or his or her heirs, as the case 
may be. The annual premium rate on the 
two policies jointly is estimated to be close 
to $16,000. | 

Actuary Vail divided his contract among 
five companies, each writing policies of 
$50,000 for both Colonel and Mrs. Lowden. 
The companies are the New York Life, 
Equitable, Massachusetts Mutual Life, Unit- 
ed States Life, and Pennsylvania Mutual. 

“The five policies, amounting to $250,000, 
on the life of Mrs. Lowden,“ said George W. 
Riggs of the New York Life, last night, 
constitute so far as I know, the heaviest 
insurance ever written on a woman's life. 
The two, footing up to $500,000, pass all life 
records in the West.”’ | 


DR. KUH REPLIES TO ATTACK. 


Says Dr. Jenks’ Criticism That He Mis- 
applied Charity Statistics Is 
Not Warranted. | 


Chicago, Nov. 16.—{Editor of The Tribune. } 
In this morning’s issue of your paper you 
do me the honor of giving a brief abstract of 
a paper read by me at the State Conference 
of Charities at Champaign. You also report 
an attack made upon me by Dr. Jenks of the 
State Insane Asylum at Elgin. Will you per- 
mit me to reply briefly to this criticism? 
The doctor accuses me of misapplying statis- 
tics. Among the ten figures taken from the 
official reports of insane asylums there ts one 
which, according to Dr. Jenks, although cor- 
rectly quoted, does not convey a fair idea of 
results accomplished. I am all the more 
willing to concede this point, as it would only 
be an additional proof of the claim made by 
mel. e., that with larger experience the re- 
sults at our institutions become more satis- 
factory. Dr. Jenks’ criticism does certainly 
not in any way affect the conclusions drawn 
— those figures, but rather strengthens 
them. 

The statement that I escaped criticism by 
taking the 2 o’clock train is certainly amus- 
ing. It was at least fifteen minutes after 
the reading of my paper had been finished 
before the conference adjourned, so there 
was ample time for a reply, but none was 
forthcoming. Dr. Jenks, it seems, preferred 
to wait until I had left Champaign before 
attacking me, thereby robbing me of a 
chance to defend myself. It was the pur- 
pose of my paper to advocate civil service 
for State insane asylums, and I am delighted 
to see that resolutions commending that 
change were passed by the conference.

Chicago Orchestra Concert. 

After an absence of a week, devoted to a 
short tour of the Northwest—Cedar Rapids. 
Des Moines, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Mad- 
ison—the Chicago Orchestra resumed its work 
in this city yesterday afternoon, giving the 
fourth of its season of public rehearsals, un- 
der the direction of Theodore Thomas. The 
attractive and almost popular nature of 
the program drew out a large audience, 
which, once the performance was well under 
way, manifested its appreciation without 
stint or hesitation. The following is the list

French composer, M. Camille Saint-Saéns 
(his second work in this form), was on this 
occasion given for the first time at these 
concerts. The numerous other elegantly 
constructed compositions from the pen of 
this gifted writer which have been performed 
here with such frequency during former 
seasons naturally gave rise to feelings of 
especial interest in connection with the an- 
nouncement of this ‘unfamiliar work, the 
more so in view of the fact that only one of 
his symphonies—the third, in C minor, opus 
78—had been brought forward in the past. 
It is safé to say that none who heard the new 
work yesterday experienced any disappoint- 
ment concerning it. The first movement of 
any symphony at the beginning of a pro- 
gram is well nigh doomed through the com- 
paratively small proportion -of-the audience 
in their places when the program begins and 
the disturbance entailed by the entranceand 
seating of late comers a8 soon as the move- 
ment is over, and it was but natural that 
the opening section of the work in question 
should suffer somewhat from these sources. 
Wherefore it is a matter of satisfaction to 
note that the management has provided 
against any such contingency in connection 
with the Eroica’’ symphony of Beethoven, 
which is seen to be the first number of next 
week’s program. Passing on to the second 
movement of the Saint-Saéns symphony, the 
extreme delicacy of this composition, both as 
to its musical contents and the manner ofits 
orchestration, at once laid elaim to the audi- 
ence’s attention, and this condition was 
strengthened by the scherzo which followed. 

The next number on the program was the 
splendid. violin concerto in G minor, by Max 
Bruch, performed by Mr. Leon Marx, who 
herewith is enrolled among the list of dis- 
tinguished soloists who have appeared with 
the orchestra. For two years Mr. Marx has 
assisted at these concerts as one of the first 
violinists, but until now he has not been 
singled out for the enviable distinction which 
he this week enjoys. Additional prestige was 
imparted to his début by the fact that Mr. 
Thomas conducted the orchestral accom- 
paniment in person. The nature of Mr. 
Marx’s performance was such as to remove 
the necessity for severe criticism. The great 
majority of artistic performances one hears 
are neither bod enough nor bad enough to 
warrant anything more than passing com- 
ment, not being marked by technical short- 
comings sufficient to merit especial censure 
nor by excellencies of treatment which call 
for enthustfastic pratse. Occasionally a per- 
formance is heard which. by its forcefulness 
and purity, at once silences all dissent, but 
these are few and far between. There Is, 
however, another class of interpretations— 
and which perhaps do the greatest good of 
all—whose occasional blemishes of execution 
are greatly outweighed by their poesy and 
general musical beauty. It is to this class 
that Mr. Marx's reading of the Bruch con- 
certo belongs, although, to forestall any mis- 
construction, it should be said in this con- 


nection that even from a technical stand- 


point his work left little to be desired. But 
it wae from the poetic side that the player 
appealed most strongly to his listeners, and 
after all this ts the chief end of art. Mr. 
Marx brings to his work a patently musical 
temperament, a beautiful tone, and a fine 
sense of musical proportion, all of which 
assisted him to a performance which passed 
bevond the point of mere tnterest and became 
enjoyable. Greater physical strength would 
no doubt result in an added sonority of tone, 
but in view of his youth this may still be 
looked for, only it is to be hoped that future 
gains in power may not interfere with its 
present poetic quality. To refer particularly 
to his playing of the Bruch concerto, the first 
movement was marked by a breadth and 
ease of delivery which made it apparent 
after a few measures that he was achieving 
a success. and the ensuing adagio was given 
with a poise and artistic truthfulness which 
emphasized most eloquently the indefinable 
musical beauty of this composition A more 
rful tone would probably have made the 
finale a bit more climactic, but the movement 
was taken with a rapidity and sweep, un- 
marred by technica! faltering or indistinct- 
ness, which carried it to a successful cul- 
mination. After two recalls the performer 
yielded to the general demand for an encore 
with the Adagio from a concerto by Viotti. 
- The latter part of the program brought to 
notice a number of established favorites. 
The program will be repeated as usual
